For Elba and Zion Chapel Schools 


Road projects pave the way as school

As local students prepare to 
return’to school on Friday, Aug. 
3, those at Elba and Zion Chapel 
will be greeted by road changes. 

The City of Elba has been 
working throughout the summer 
1) repaint the school 
entrunce/exit road leading to 
Taylor, Mill Road from the 
school complex, 

“The road had deteriorated so 
badly in the curve towards 
Taylor Mill Road.” said Elba 
City. Clerk Donnie Morrow. “lt 
became. totally unsafe, and we 
closed the road.” 

He said a couple of different 
things had contributed to the 
deterioration of the road, 
Moisture was getting to the 
roadbed, and the school buses 
were pushing the asphalt off the 
road, ; 

Morrow said city crews 
worked to place approximately 
400 feet of drain tile.on each 
side of the road, He said the pur- 
pose of the drain tile is to catch 
the moisture before it reaches 
the roadbed. 

Once city employees com- 
pleted this project, We said the 
city contracted with S&C 
Paving for the preparation and 
resurfacing of the road. 

“The road is open again and 
ready for school,” said Morrow, 

In the near future, he said the

‘The band program: is. also

not fl that position until July 
12. Therefore. that had put the 
system behind. She said maybe 
under normal circumstances,the 
students and parents would have 
been notified earlier 

“It issmy, intent if the board 
Will approve it to look at the sit- 
uation and: try. to do something 
to’ Keep the program. going not 
just during’ marching season but 
throughout the. year.” Ingram 
said, “Then? we. can feevaluate 
in the Spring.” 

Danny. Jernigan. vice chair 
man of the board. expressed his 
support for the band program by 
saying “the statistics show: that 
students’ who take the arts-do 
better: academically, However, 


he said the unfortunate truth to 


the ‘situation: quite: simply says 
thatit the numbers at Kinston do 
not get-better, the board Will not 


 be-able to tell the students and 


parents: that-there will continue 
to be a band program at the 
school, 

In an effort to find a solution 
for the upeoming year, the board 
gave the superintendent permis- 
sion tO pursue someone who 
will be willing to oversee the 
band program through marching 
season and beyond ata reason- 
able cost.

As the fiery glow ofa mid July Sun slowly sinks.below the hori- 


2on, night creatures come alive on the river. Crickets chirp, bull- 
_!rogs croak. and big catfish awake from their-heat escaping naps in. 


deepwater to prow! the shallows and surface for an evening snack, 


It is during this time that fishing with jugs can be one of the most 


productive methods of catching catfish, Jug fishing is one of the 


most relaxing methods | know of for loading the boat with cats. All. 
you need 1s a quantity of jugs: hooks; a spool of line, and some wie 


“of Weights. 


The white bleach jug, with it’s molded handle for tying on line, is 
excellent when-it comes to keeping up with a raft of jugs floating 
down the river, Ifyou can’t find enough white jugs, 2-liter soft drink 
bottles can be spray-painted white or you can roll up a.sheet of white 
typing paper and put it in.the bottle. It will unroll enough that the 
bottle is easy to see when your light hits it. Evén white quart oil edn- 
tainers can be used when fishing farm~ponds where the fish are 


smaller, 


Any type fishing line you have on hand canbe used..The white 
nylon line used for trotlines works fine, but many believe: monofil- 
ament or braided line in darker colors spook wary cats less. The 
length of line is dictated by how deep the water is and where the cats 
ure feeding. Lines from-3 to 10 feet are the most common. | like to 
start off with some jugs with 3 foot lines, some with 6 foot lines and 
4 few with 10 foot lines. If they are biting and you are getting the 


mosthits at a particular depth, you can lengthen or shorten the rest 


of your lines accordingly. 


Bait for jug fishing can be just about anything that stinks or wig- 
eles. Cut bait, including beef or chicken liver, mullet or sunfish will 
catch a variety of catfish. Live bait, such as small sunfish, crawfish, 
shiners, Shad and wigglers are preferred by many cat fishermen, 
especially if they are-after flathead cats. Use a sharp hook ‘sized 
according to the bait and size fish you expect to catch, Something in 
the size 2to 1/0 is usually adequate. 

Ten to 25 jugs in a slow to moderate current is Usually enough to 
watch. | enjoy drifting along with the current, conversing with my 
fishing partner, and just savoring the freedom of the river and the 
night, But it’s not always quite. We once ran into two fishermen 
coming down the river with tunes from the Grand Old Opery blar- 
ing froma boom box. They said the catfish on the Alabama River 
bite better to the sound of country music, I know, | was skeptical 
too, but they sure had more fish than we did. Who's to say?

New Brockton Town Council 
gets update on furniture sale

The New -Brockton Town 
Couneil ~ zoomed through, its 
agenda Monday. evening, Aug. 


6. during the regular: monthly - 


meeting us. most. items. served 
only as updates for the council, 

Mayor Charles Cole began 
the meeting by updating council 
members on the sale of furniture 
for the Peanut Butter 
‘Monument. é 

Since the beginning of June. 
the Town of New Brockton has 
been selling furniture built by 
Raytield Reynolds of Elba as an 
effort to accumulate funds for 
the erection of a monument 
commemorating New Brockton 
as the first town in the nation to 
produce number one peanut but- 
ter. 

During Monday evenings 
meeting, Cole told council 
members that the town has made 
$891 thus far in the sale of the 
furniture. Also, he said there are 
currently several orders for var- 
ious’ items of-furniture awaiting 
construction: : 

“We're still not really pushing 
‘it. (the furniture sale), Cole 
said. “This -has.. mostly come 
from people reading. or hearing 
about it,” 

He said anyone interested in 
purchasing a piece of the wood 
furniture should contact the 
New Brockton Town Hall. 
Pieces are available for view or 
orders can be taken. 

New Brockton Police Chief 
Jerry Gilbert was scheduled to 
address the council with ‘an 
update of the cellular phone ser- 
vice; however, Gilbert was 
unable to attend the meeting due 


to family obligations. - 

Mayor Cole said itis his 
understanding that the ‘digital 
units approved “by ‘the council 
for purchase. during: the ‘July 
meeting are serving the needs of 
the police department. The digi- 
tal units were purchased ‘to 
replace the cellular telephones 
in the patrol cars. During the 
July meeting. Gilbert told coun- 


~Cil,members he felt moving to 


the digital system would better 


serve the department and would

Since the “Lost Dogs” ads were 
first published in February, five of 
the top offenders have been locat- 
ed. Since the ad campaign began, 
child support collections jumped 
by $1.7 million from individuals 
contacted and informed they were 
eligible to be included in the ads.

Resources (DHR) to 
publish top ten lists of delin- 
quent child support ‘obligors 
twice each year in Alabama 
newspapers:
